From Cue foregoing statement of laets 
the public will be able to judge of the 
cause ol liis lioaliliiy to w a ^ me, and 
may be led to conclude, that these acts 
of my public duiy,to prevent iinpc^tion, 
have been Ihe cause of his subsequent 
conduct, wbich I shall continue to lay 
before ihe public.
